Braided nigs for'homes throughout the United 


States are being made each day by the Midwest Rug 
MiUs,. Inc., ,Amboy industry., Started this past .Sep- 
tember the factory employs 20 persons, one of whom 
is Mrs. Alice Dewey, shown above hi one of the initial 
operations hi the rug-making process,' that of sewing 
together strips of gauze. 


After the gauze has been made into long skeins it 


is placed on the jnachme pictured above where it is 
wound and fed into processors. 'Working at the skein- 
ing machine is Mrs. Thelma Brogan, who watches the 
devices to make certain that the skeins are feeding 
properly. 


Different colors of thread are achieved through the 


workings of the threading machine which takes the 
yarns from numerous spools, such as those pictured 
above left, and mixes them into a single strand. Miss 
Dons McChnsie watches one of the machines as it takes 
the van-colored threads through the process. 


The machine, along with the other factory equip- 


ment is located hi the' old Illinois Central roundhouse*,' 
which remained idle for a long period of - feme before 
the rug factory came to Amboy. The owners hope^tov 
increase their employment to 35 men and women when - 
they reach capacity operations/

Braids are sewn on sewing machines and made into finished rugs. -At present 


a half dozen operators, such as Mrs. Florence-Ellis, pictured above, operate the ma- 
chines. An average operator can sew about 200 square feet of rugs per day. 


After the rugs have been sewn together they are taken to the inspection-line 


where another group of employes examines them to see that there are no loose 
threads or places where they hax^e not been sewed properly.

on reparations, said they were

diction between Marshall and Sec- 
retary of Commerce William Av- 
erell Harriman over the issue of 
unifying Germany.
